GRAVEL. 

The  excruciating  sufferings  sustained  by  persons  Si^- 
ilicted  with  the  gravel  in  the  kidneys,  Ike.  induce  me  to 
communicate  a  remedy  which  has,  in  numerous  in- 
stances, afforded  relief.

Encouraged  by  tliis  experiment,  Dr.  W.  immediately 
a'dopted  the  use  of  pure  strong  coffee,  not  mixed  witu 
sugar,  milk,  or  any  other  ingredient.  In  a  short  time 
he  voided  gravel  reduced  te  sand,  with  little  pain,  and 
was  relieved. 

The  aliove  important  facts  were  stated  to  me  by  a 
respectable  physician,  who  has  administered  this  reme- 
dy with  similar  success.  I.  M. 


Salt,  moistened  with  as  small  a  quantity  of  water  as 
possible,  is  said  to  be  an  effectual  remedy  againgt  the 
inflammation  occasioned  by  the  stings  of  wasps  or  bees.

Many  persons  never  give  any  thing  in  charity  except  when  solicited. 
The  truly  benevolent  seek  out  those  who  are  in  need;  for  objects  the 
most  unfortunate  and  most  deserving,  suffer  in  silence,  hiding  themselves 
in  obscurity,  fearing  to  ask  assistance 
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GRAFTING. 

Grafting  is  always  most  successful 
hen  done  at  the  period  that  the  buds 
jf  youv  stocks  are  swelled  so  as  to  he 
nearly  ready  to  burst  into  leaf:  this  is 
the  time  in  which  the  greatest  success 
may  be  expected,  and  should  be  very 
particularly  attended  to 3  however,  jf 
done  a  few  days  before,  or  even  when 
the  stocks  display  several  expanded 
leaves,  there  may  be  a  tolerable  good 
hit,  provided  the  operation  is  judierous- 
ly  performed. 

Your  cions  or  gi-afts  must  be  taZiCn 
off  about  a  montK  or  tijree  weeks  be- 
fore tliis  crisis,  or  so  soon  as  you  ai-e 
able  to  perceive  the  least  disposition  in 
their  h\:As  to  sweUj  for,  if  not  cut  oS" 
in  proper  time,  the  grafts  wUl  nottake 
kindly,  nor  will  they  shoot  so  vigor- 
ously. 

The  proper  sorts  to  begin  with,  in 
respect  to  fruit  trees,  are  cJierries  and 
plums,  and  if  you  please,  peaches,  nec- 
tarines and  apricots;  but  the  latter 
kinds  are  generally  propagated  by 
budding  or  iKOCiilation.  Fears,  Ci- 
berts  and  apples  may  be  grafted  at  the 
same  time]  but  the  latter  nr  ay  be  de- 
ferred ten  or  twelve  days  longer  tlian 
either  of  the  former,  provided  the  ci- 
ons were  taken  off  in  due  tiuie;  peers 
will  also  agree  with  tolerable  late 
grafting. 

Before  I  proceed  io  the  methods  of 
giafting  it  %vill  fii-st  be  necessary  to 
mention  v'.'hat  stocks  are  proper  to 
raft  the  different  kinds  of  fruit  upon ; 
for  instance,  apples  should  be  grafted 
upon  stocks  raided  from  the  kernels  of 
the  same  kind  of  fruitj  tjiat  L?,  any  kkii 
of  apples;  for  the  grafts  or  buds  of 
chese  h-ees  will  not  take  well  upon  an/ 
other  stocks. 

Pears  are  generally  grafted  or  bud- 
ded upon  stocks  raised  also  from  k-."- 
nels  of  any  of  their  owm  kinds  of  fruits,  or  occasionally  upon  rtclTl 
raised  from  suckers. 

Cherries  are  pr-^pagated  by  grafting  or  budding  them  upon  stcclii 
raised  from  the  stones  of  tha  common  black  or  red  cherry,  or  upba 
stocks  raised  from  the  stones  of  any  other  kind  of  the  same  fr«itjt)\it 
the  two  first  are  most  esteemed  for  that  pui^osej  because  t^ey  ge»i'l 
ally  shoot  much  freer  than  any  otheir.  ',

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BENEFICENCE. 

Services  and  presents  should  not  be  great  and  seldom  bestow  ed,  but 
small  and  frequent}  for  such  is  the  nature  of  man,  that  the  sense  of  the 
last  benefit  is  entirely  lost,  if  there  be  no  hope  of  receiving  more.  And 
tho'  the  obligation  be  great,  yet  if  one  single  request  be  refused,  it  occu- 
pies the  mind  so  entirely  as  to  buiy  all  former  favours  in  oblivion. 


Plums  are  grafted  'or  budded  on 
;ocks  raised  by  sowing  the  seeds  of 
-Tanyor  either  of  the  plum  kinds;  but 
those  raised  from  tlie  vigorous  grow? 
ing  sorts  are  most  preferable :  they  are 
also  grafted  on  stocks  raised  from 
suckers,  but  siach  should  not  be  used, 
unless  when  seedling  stocks  cannot  be 
had.  Plums  will  likewise  take  on  the 
apricot,  but  then  the  tiees  are  not  per- 
manent. 

The  apricot  proves  the  most  durable 
on  stocks  of  the  plum  kind.  It  will  al- 
so grow  on  its  own,  and  on  peach  and 
almond  stocks;  but  on  either  of  the 
two  last  it  will  not  be  durable. 

Fm-  peaches  and  nectarine?,  se\-ET- 
al  sorts  of  stocks  are  occasioDally  used; 
guoh  as  plum,  peach,  almond  and  apri- 
cot stocks,  all  raised  from  the  stones 
of  the  frurt,  and  the  first  kind  from 
layers  and  suckers  also.  If  a  plum 
could  be  obtained  of  such  vigorous 
«:;rowth  as  to  keep  pace  with  the  peach, 
it  would  be  an  acquisition  of  infinite 
importance  ;  for  on  such  the  peach 
would  be  as  permanent  as  the  plum 
itself.  In  Europe,  all  tlieir  peach- 
trees  are  worked  on  the  plum ;  but 
with  us,  tlie  growth  of  the  peach  is  so 
rapid  as  in  a"  few  years  to  overgrow 
the^l^ock,  when  wrought  on  any  of  the 
kinc^  of  plum  which  we  have  yet  pro- 
cured. The  kind  particularly  select- 
ed for  this  purpose,  in  Europe,  is  the 
muscle-plum. 

The  first  thing  to  be  done  towards 
this  work,  is  to  select  the  grafts,  in  the 
choice  of  which,  the  following  direc- 
tions should  be  observed.  1st.  That 
they  are  shoots  of  the  former  year — 
for 'when  they  are  older  they  never 
succeed  well.  2dly.  Always  to  talce  them  from  healthy,  fruitful  tree?; 
for  if  tl\e  trees  from  which  they  are  taken,  be  sicldy,  the  grafts  very  often 
partake  so  much  of  the  distemper  as  rarely  to  set  the  better  of  it,  at 
least  for  some  years;  and  whcr- they  are  taken  from  young  luxuriant 
trees,  whose  vessels  are  generally  large,  they -vnll  continue  to  product 
strong  shoots,  but  will  bc"a  long  time  coming  into  bearing,  and  are  sel- 
dom so  productive  as  those  taken  from  fruitful  trees,  whose  shoots  are 
more  compact,  joints  closer  together,  and  whose  systcro  is  already  orga- 
nized for  bearing.  3dly.  You  should  prefer  those  grafts  which  are  ta- 
ken from  the  lateral  or  horizontal  branches,  to  those  from  the  strcyg 
perpendicular  shoots,  for  the  reasons  before  given.

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CHARACTER. 

That  mdividual  who  makes  himself  conspicuous  on  account  of  lii>^ 
principles  and  opinions,  should  be  careful  to  render  his  moral  character 
as  xmimpeachable  as  possible,  otherwise  he  may  injure  the  cause,  which 
he  may  intend  to  serve,  more  materially  than  one  diametrically  oppo- 
site to  him  in  opinion. _^ 
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When  your  grafts  are  cut  off,  open 
shallow  trenches  in  a  dry  sheltered  sit- 
uation, and  place  them  thinly  therein, 
with  their  cut  ends  down,  drawing  up 
the  earth  so  as  they  may  be  covered 
two  thirds  of  their  length;  then  lay 
some  light  litter  thiidy  over  their  tons 
to  prevent  their  drjang.  If  a  small 
joint  of  the  last  year's  wood  betaken 
off  with  the  cion,  it  will  preserve  it  the 
better;  for  the  old  wood  being  more 
compact  than  the  new,  Will  prevent  its 
imbibine;  too  much  moisiure  from  the 
earth  whilst  kept  there,  and  that  can 
be  cut  away  when  you  take  them  up 
for  grafting.  If  grafts  are  to  be  car- 
ried to  any  considerable  distance  it  will 
be  proper  to  pack  them  up  in  earth,  and  • 
surround  them  witli  damp  moss,  if  but 
a  small  quantity,  to  prevent  its  drjdng 
too  soon. 

Always  prefer  stocks  Avhich  were 
raised  in  the  nursery  from  seed :  next 
to  these,  those  raise'd  from  layers  or 
cuttings;  and  last  of  all,  such  as  were 
produced  from  suckers;  for  the  last 
will  continue  to  throw  up  suckei-s 
from  their  roots,  much  more  abun- 
dantly than  any  of  the  former,  to  the 
great  annoyance  of  the  borders,  gar- 
den or  orchard ;  which  are  .not  only 
unsightly,  but  they  also  take  off  a 
great  part  of  the  nourishment  from  the 
trees. 

The  next  thin^  to  be  provided,  is  a 
quantity  of  grafting  clay,  which  should 
be  prepared  at  least  ten  days  pre\-ioiis 
to  its  being  wanted  for  use;  to  be  ap- 
plied closely  round  the  grafts  at  the 
places  of  insertion  into  the  stocks,  and 
a  little  above,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
air  from  exhausting  the  sap  of  the  ci- 
OEs,  before  they  could  be  supplied, 
with  a  sufficiency  from  the  stock?; 
and  also  to  keep  out  the  wet,  which 
would  greatly  obstruct  the  uyiting  of 


the  parts  It  is  to  be  made  in  the  following  manner:  Get  a  quantity 
ofstrons-fat  loam,  in  proportion  to  the  numTjer  of  trees  to  be  grafted; 
then  take  about  a  fourth  part  of  fresh  horse  dung,  free  from  litter,  or  a 
tliird  part  of  cow  duna:,  it  matters  not  wliich  you  make  use  of  ;  or  if 
vou  nlease,  you  may  use  a  proportionate  quantity  of  each,  mixing  them 
ar  ei^er  of  them,  weU  with  the  loam;  add  to  it  a  small  quantity  6f

A  veiy  rich  man  may  eat  his  dainties,  paint  his  alcoves,  m  summer  re- 
tii-etohis  country  scat,  and  spend  the  winter  at  his  town-house.  Ke 
piay  match  his  daughter  to  a  duke,  and  buy  a  title  for  his  son;  all  this 
is  v.itliin  his  compass;  but  to  live  ccutentedly,  is  the  privilege  of  other 
men. 
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hay,  cut  very  fine,  and  also  some 
salt,  which  will  prevent  it  from  brack- 
ing or  drying  too  fast  in  hot  or  parch- 
ing weather;  work  the  whole  well  to- 
getlrer,  and  add  As  m.uch  water  as  is 
necessary;  after  Avhich,  beat  and  incor- 
porate the  mass  eSectaaUy,  after  the 
manner  of  mortar,  and  continue  so  to 
work  it  every  other  day,  adding  a  Kt- 
tle  wore  water  as  it  becomes  dry,  tiU 
the  time  you  want  it  for  use.  Be  very 
particular  during  this  period  not  to  ex- 
pose it  to  frost,  or  drying  winds;  and 
tlie  more  effectually  you  incorporate  it, 
the  better  will  it  answer  your  pur- 
pose. 

There  are  various  modes  of  grafting 
in  practice,  such  as  \vhip-grafting, 
left-grafting,  crown-grafting,  side- 
•rafting,  roOt-grafting,  and  "grafting 
by  approach  or  inarching;  but  the  two 
former  are  in  more  general  use  among 
experienced  gardeners,  paiticularly 
the  first,  as  being  every  way  prefera- 
ble to  any  other,  when 'the  stocks  ai-e 
under  an  inch-in  diameter. 

First,  by  Whip-grafting. 
ITiis  kind  of  grafting  is  most  corri* 
m only  practised  in  nurseries,  as  being 
both  the  most  expeditiou*  snd  success- 
ful, and  may  be  performed  tipon  small- 
er stocks,  than  any  other;  fov  it  is  ef- 
fected with  the  greatest  success  upon 
such  as  are,  from  about  half  an  inch,  or 
less,  to  near  an  hich  in  diameter;  the 
method  of  performing  the  work  isthis: 
Having  the  cioiis  or  grafts,  knife, 
bandages,  and  clay  ready;  then  begin 
the  work  by  cutting  oft"  the  head  of  the 
stock,  at  some  clear  smooth  part  there- 
ofj  geoei-ally  performing  this,  by  one 
clean  slanting  cut  upwards,  so  as  to

DESIRES 

In  all  well  instituted  cointtionwealths,  care  lias  been  taken  to  limit 
men's  possessions.  There  are  many  reasons  and  one  in  particular  wliicii 
is  not  often  considered,  that  when  bounds  are  set  to  our  desires  by  hav- 
ing as  much  as  the  laws  will  permit,  private  interest  is  at  an  end,  and 
we  have  no  remaining  occupation  but  to  take  care  of  the  public

stock  to  the  slope ;  however,  that  wUl 
not  be  eecessary,  provided  you  join  the 
rinds  or  bark  of  both,  so  as"'  to  fit  neat- 
ly on  either  edge  or  side  of  the  slope; 
then  make  a  slit  upwards  in  the  slope 
of  tlie  cion,  so  as  to  form  a  sort  of 
tongue  to  fit  that  made  in  the  slope  of 
the  stock,  wliich  insert  therein,  so  that 
the  rinds  of  both  may  join  together  ex- 
actly, at  least  at  one  side,  and  imme» 
diately  tie  the  parts  together  with  a. 
ligature  of  bass,  &.c.  bringing  it  in  a 
leat  manner  several  times  round  the- 
tock  and  graft,  moderately  tight,  and 
fastened  accordingly. 

This  done,  clay  "the  whole  over  neox 
an  inch  thick  on  every  side  from  an 
ich  below  the  bottom  of  the  graft  to 
le  same    above  the  top  of  the  stock, 
finishing  the  coat  of  clay  in  a  longish 
oval  form,  closing  it  effectually  in  eve- 
ry part,  and  tapering  it  up  to  the  ciou 
to  prevent  the  wind,  sun  or  rain  reach- 
iiig  the  grafted  parts,  till  the  union  is 
ffected]  observing  to  examine  it  now 
and  then,  and  if  any  part  falls  off  or 
cracks  appear,  such  must  be  immedir 
ately  repaired  -with  fresh  clay. 

Erpert  nursery-gardeners  generally 
perform  whip-grafting  with  lour  cuts ; 
two  in  heading  and  slitting  the  stock, 
and  the  same  "in  sloping  and  tongue- 
ing  the  graft,  inserting  it  immediately^ 
being  followed  by  one  or  two  persons 
to  tie  and  clay  them. 

This^  sort  of  grafting  may  also  be 
performed,  if  necessary,  upon  strong 
young  shoots  of  any  bearing  tree,  if 
intended  to  alter  the  kind  of  fruit,  or 
have  more  than  one  sort  on  the  same 
tree. 

By  the  middle  6r  latter  end  of  Maj-,

FRIENDSHIP. 

Perfect  friends  resemble  two  souls  in  one  body;  tbey  can  give  or  re- 
ceive notldng;  all  ia  in  common  between  them.  Cares  and  good  ofE- 
ees  do  not  even  merit  to  be  put  to  account;  names  which  mark  division 
and  difference,  such  as  beneiits,  obligations,  entreaties,  thanks,  gratitude 
are  odious  to  them. 
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cion,  and  is  performed  upon  stocks 
from  about  one  to  two  inches  in  diam- 
eter, and  may  be  practised  with  success 
where  the  rind  of  the  stock  is  not  too 
thick,  whereby  the  inner  bark  of  the 
cioft  wiil  be  prevented  from  closely 
joining  that  of  the  stock,  which  jonc- 
tion  is*  absolutely. necessary  to  form  a 
complete  union  of  the  pai-ts. 

First,  with  a  strongTinife  cut  off  the 
head  oi  the  stock ;  or  If  the  stock  is  ve- 
ry large,  it  may  be  beaded  with  a  sm^all 
saw. 

This  done,  fix  upon  a  smooth  part, 
just  below  where  headed,  and  on  the 
»iiix)site  side  to  that,  cut  away  part  of 
the  stock,  about  an  inch  and  a  half,  in  a 
sloping  manner  upwards,  so  "as  the 
crown  of  the  stock  may  not  be  more 
than  about  half  an  inch"  broad,  whicla 
slope  and  crown  are  to  be  cut  smootli 
and  neat.  Then  prepare  your  grafts 
cions  in  the  following  manner:  ob- 
serve to  cut  them  into  proper  lengths 
of  about  6  inches,  with  several  eyes 
or  buds  to  each;  then  take  your  shai-p- 
est  kiiife,  and  pare  away  the  bark  and 
some  of  the  v.ood  at  the  lower  end  of 
(he  graft  in  a  slojiing  manner,  about  an 
inch'  and  a  half  or  n^esi  two  inches  in 
length  on  oppo?ite  sides,  making  it  to 
have  a  wedge-like  shape;  but  let  that 
edge  which  is  to  be  placed  outwards  in 
the  stock,  be  left  thicker  than  th.e  oth- 
er, and  with  the  rind  continued  there- 
on. The  graft  being  prenared,  taJce 
your  strong  knife  or  chissel,  and  place 
it  on  the  middle  of  the  stock,  not  acj  oss, 
but  contrary  wavs  to  the  sloped  part, 
and  with  a  small  mallet,  strike  the 
knife  or  chissel  into  tlie  stock,  observ- 
ing to  cleave  it  no  farther  tlian  what  i3 
necessary  to  admit  the  graft  readily; 
then  place  the  knife  or  some  sm&ll  in- 
strument, a  little  way  into  the  cleft,  at 
the  sloped  pait  of  the  stock,  to  keep  it  open  for  the  reception  of  the 
graft,  v/liich  directly  introduce  into  tlie  cleft  at  the  top  of  the  stock,  at 
the  back  of  the  slope;  inserting  it  with  great  exactness,  as  far  as  it  is 
cut,  with  the  thickest  edge  outwards,  and  so  that  the  rind  may  meet 
exactly  every  ivay  with  that  of  the  stock.  The  graft  being  placed,  then 
remove  the  linife  or  wedge,  taking  care  not  to'displace  the  cion ;  thifj^ 
done,  let  it  be  tied  and  well  clayed'in  the  manner  directed  above,  in  the 
work  of  whip  or  tongue-grafting.

OPINIONS. 

Weak  minds  always  conceive  it  njost  safe  to  adopt  the  sentiments  of 
the  multitude.  They  never  venture  to  form  an  opinion  on  any  subject 
tintil  the  majority  have  decided  These  decisions,  whether  on  meii  or 
tjiing:s,  they  implicitly  tbilGAV,  without  giving  themselves  the  trouble  to 
inquire  who  is  right  or  on  which  side  truth  preponderates. 
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Or,  if  you  choose  to  put  in  two 
grafts,  it  may  be  performed  on  largo, 
stocks,  which  must  be  tvi'ice  cleft,  par- 
allel to  each  other,  and  so  fix  the  cions 
as  above,  in  opposite  sides. 

This  method  of  grafting  may  be  per- 
formed occasjonafiy,  on  upright  bran- 
ches of  bearing  trees,  when  "i'-itended 
either  to  renew"  the  wood,  or  change 
the  sort  of  fruit. 

When  the  grafts  have  shot  five  or 
six  inches,  talve  off  the  clay  and  banda- 
ges, and  cover  the  wounded  parts  of 
the  stocks  with  fresh  grafting  clay, 
which  will  protect  them"  from  the  in- 
fluence of  the  weather,  and  accelerate 
the  growth  of  the  bark  over  the  v.'ounds ; 
let  this  clay  remain  on  till  it  falls  oft 
of  itself:  this  second  claying  is  more 
necessary  to  large  than  to  s-atall  5to9l?s, 
but  will  De  very  useful  to  either. 

PRUNING. 

Finish  pruning  all  lands  of  fritit- 
trees,  as  early  in  March  as  possible. 

In  those  parts  of  the  Union,  where 
the  winter  is  very  severe,  and  the  wea- 
tlier  changeable,  autumnal  pruning  of 
fruit-trees"  is  not  advisable,  particular- 
ly of  stone  fruit  5  for  by  pruning  at  that 
season,  especially  if  many  limbs  are 
cut  off,  j^ou  are  apt  to  bring  on  the 
canker.  The  exposure  of  the  wounds, 
the  almost  dormant  state  of  the  sap, 
together  with  the  additional  check  to 
its  slow  but  cei'tain  ascent  to  the  ex- 
tremities, occasioned  by  the  amputa- 
tion of  limbs,  &tc.  predispose  to  raorti- 
fi'iation  ;  whereas  in  eaily  spring, 
Avhen  the  sap  may  be  expected  soon  to 
foUow  the  knife,  the  lips  will  quickly 
grow  and  heal  over. 

When  pruning  is  judiciously  done, 
and  at  a  proper  time;  if  the  branches 
are  small,  a  fresh  bai'k  and  fresh 
wood  will  in  one  season  completely 
cover  the  wounds;  but  if  large,  a  time  proportionate  t6  the  size  will  be 
necessary  for  their  covering  and  healing;  tliis  process,  however,  is  much 
accelerated  by  the  applicarion  of  a  proper  composition,  which  excludes 
the  air  and  wet,  protects  the  wounds  from  the  effects  of  the  various  chan- 
:ges  of  the  AVeather,the  surroim drag  bark  from  any  injury  by  insects  or 
worras,Ji|ifcdelds  to  its  growlh:  all  these  ends  will  be  accomplished  by 
i»n  ap^uoHbh  of  the  mf^dicattd  tar,

VIRTUE. 

Every  virtue  communicates  a  proportionate  deg^-ee  of  felicitj-,  as  may 
be  instanced  in  that  of  honesty,  which  gains  conndencej  the  exercise  of 
justice  gains  estimation;  prudence,  resjpect;  courtesy  and  affability,  af- 
fection;  temperance  iciins  health  and  ibrtitude,  that  peace  of  mind  which 
advers  ty  cannot  disturb. 
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When  any  of  your  old  fruit-trfees 
which  j^ou  particularly  esteem,  appear 
on  the  deCluie,  and  are  grown  thia  of 
young  wood,  you  may  probably  restore 
them,  by  heading  down  such  limbs  as 
are  in  the  worst  state,  to  those  parts 
where  youn^  shoots  appear,  and  close 
to  the  most  ^vigoi-ous;  but  be  careful 
not  to  do  this  generally,  the  same  sea- 
son, for  that  would  give  too  sudden  a 
check  to  the  sap,  and  in  all  probability 
destroy  the  tree  totally.  But  if  every 
other  branch  all  over  the  tree  were 
headed  at  proper  lengths,  each  close 
to  some  young  shoot,  new  healthy 
wood  -*vould  be  produced,  which  would 
soon  come  into  bearing.  The  next 
spring  after  the  first  branches  were 
headed,  the  remaining  old  branches 
maybe  cutout,  as  directed  abovej  af- 
ter which,  the  head  of  the  tree  will 
soon  be  fiUed  with  bt.'aring  wood, 
which  may  afterwards  be  pruned  as 
directed  for  other  trees.  This  may  be 
practised  on  either  standard,  wall  or 
espalier  trees. 

Peaches  and  nectarines  will  require 
to  be  treated  with  more  caution  than 
any  other  kinds;  never  head  them 
lower  down  than  you  find  young^ 
shoots  or  healthy  branches,  otherwise 
you  will  endanger  their  lives;  and  al- 
ways cut  close  to  the  most  vigorous  of 
these,  in  order  that  the  sap  may  be 
drawn  that  way,  by  which  the  wounds 
Avill  heal  and  cover  over.  Indeed  this 
caution  will  be  generally  useful,  bitt 
KJ  ore  particularly  with  these. 

Examine  now  your  fruit-trees,  par- 
ticularly the  peaches;  and  ifannoyei 
with  worms  either  in  their  trunks, 
branches,  about  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  and  a  little  under;  pick  out  as 
many  as  you  can  with  a  sharp  pointed 
Imife,  and  with  as  little  injury  to  tha 
bark  as  possible;  scrape  off  clean,  aH 


the  gum  that  appears  on  the  stem  or  branches,  and  wash  all  these  parts 
and  any  other  that  you  suspect  to  be  infested  with  these  insects  or  their 
embryos,  with  the  following  corrosive  solution: 

Dissolve  a  drachm  of  corrosive  sublimate  in  a  rill  of  giftor  other 
spirit,  aiid  when  thus  dissolved,  incorporate  it  with  four  quarts  of  sofl 
water.  This  solution  will  be  found  to  be  the  most  effeotuld  remedy  ev- 
,er  applied  to  trees,  both  for  the  destruction  o£  W9r«i8  ot  every  descrip

Royal  Gardens,  Kensington, 
May  11, 179.1. 
Directions  for  making  a  composition 
for  curing  diseases,  defects  and  inju- 
ries in  all  kinds  of  fn;it  and  forest 
trees,  and  the  method  of  prepaaing 
the  trees  and  laying  on  the  composi- 
tion: 

"  Take  one  bushel  of  fresh  cow-dung, 
half  a  bushel  of  lime  rubbish  of  old 
buildings,  (that  from  the  ceilings  of 
rooms  is  preferable)  half  a  bushel  of 
wood-ashes,  and  a  sixteenth  part  of  a 
bushel  of  pit  or  river  sand :  The  last 
three  articles  are  to  be  sifted  fine  be- 
fore they  are  mixed,  then  work  :■  them 
well  together  with  a  spade,  and  after- 
wards v/ith  a  wooden  beater,  until  the 
stuff  is  very  smooth,  like  fine  plaster 
^ised  for  the  ceilings  of  rooms. 

"The  composition  being  thus  made, 
care  must  be  taken  to  prepare  the  tree 
properly  for  its  application,  by  cutting 
aAvay  all  the  dead,  decayed  and  inju- 
red part,  till  you  com.e  to  the  fresh 
sound  wood,  leaving  the  surface'  of  the- 
wood  very  smooth,  and  rounding  oil' 
the  edges  of  the  bark  witli  a  draw- 
knife,  or  other  instrument,  perfectly 
smooth,  which  must  be  particularly  at- 
tended to;  then  lay  on  the  plaster  about 
one-eighth  of  an  inch  tiiick,  all  over  the 
part  where  the  wood  or  bark  has  been 
so  cut  away,  finishing  off  the  edges  as 
thin  as  possible:  Then  take  a  quantity 
of  dry  powder  of  wood-ashes,  mixed 
with  the  sbith  part  of  the  same  quanti- 
ty of  the  ashes  of  burnt  bones ;  put  it 
into  a  tin  box,  with  holes  in  the  top,  and  shake  \\\e  powder  on  the  sui- 
face  of  the  plaster  till  the  whole  is  covered  over  with  it,  letting  it  re- 
main for  half  an  hour  to  ab-orb  the  moisture ;  then  apply  inore  powder, 
rubbing  it  on  gently  with  the  hand,  and  repeating  the  application  of  the 
powder  till  the  whole  planter  becomes  a  dry  smooth  surface. 

"  All  trees  cut  dovm  near  the  ground,  should  have  the  surface  made 
quite  smooth,  rounding  it  off  in  "a  small  degree,  as  before  mentioned  j

"  As  the  growth  of  the  tree  will  gra- 
lually  affect  the  plaster,  by  raising  up 
its  edges  next  the  bark,  care  should  be 
taken,  where  that  hajipens,  to  rub  it 
over  with  the  finger  as  occasion  may 
require,  (which  is  best  done  when 
moistened  by  rain)  that  the  plaster  may 
be  kept  wliole,  to  prevent  the  air  and 
wet  fiom  penetratifig  into  the  wound." 

ORCHARD. 

Extent,  Aspect,  Situation  and  Soilr 
The  extent  of  an  Orchard  should  be 
in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  fruit 
required,  either  for  family  use,  distil- 
lation, cider,  kc.  or  for  public  supply  j" 
and  may  be  from  half  an  acre  to  a  hun^ 
dred  acres  or  moi-e. 

As  to  aspect,  that  is  not  of  as  much 
consequence  as  some  people  imagine^ 
especially  f  r  apple,  pear,  and  other 
hardy  fruit-trees;  for  you  will  find 
these  growmg  and  bearing  fruit  in  the 
greatest  perfection,  in  every  aspect 
where  the  soil  is  suitable,  and  proper 
care  taken  of  the  trees;  but  the  more 
tender  and  early  flowering  fruits,  such 
as  peaches,  nectarines,  &.c.  will  require 
to  be  planted  where  they  may  have 
protection  from  the  cold  north  and 
northwesterly  winds,  which,  when  accompanied  by  frost,  often  do  con- 
siderable injury  to  their  early  bloom ;  and  likewise,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  give  a  warm  exposure,  especially  in  the  eastern  and  middle  states,  tf> 
late  ripening  kinds,  such  as  the  heath-peach,  &i,c.  in  order  to  bring  theit 
fruit  to  maturity  in  due  season.

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Men  of  elevated  rank  should  have  highly  cultivated  minds:  and  those 
who  occupy  eminent  and  distiiiguished  "situations  in  society,  sli-uld  pos- 
sess knowledge  propoilionably  extensive.  It  is  only  thus  that  the  su- 
periority of  one  sex  over  the  other,  oi-  the  great  over  the  little,  can  be 
either  tolerated  or  exist. 
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In  t]-.e  southern  states,  a  nortliem 
aepect  will  be  the  most  eligible  f  >r  ap- 
ple trees,  and  perhaps  for  "several  oth- 
ir  kinds. 

With  respect  to  situation,  very  tliri- 
.  ing  orchards  are  frequently  foinid  on 
'^-ign  and  L  )w  ground?,  on  declivities 
and  plains,  in  varicus  aspects  and  ex- 
posuref;'  but  tliis  is  in  consequence  of 
rhe  natural  soil  being  good:  you  should 
avoid,  however,  very  low  damp  situa- 
dons,  particularly  such  as  lodge  wa- 
ter; for  in  veiy  wet  soils  no  fruit-trees 
ivill  prosper,  nor  will  the  fruit  produ- 
ced in  such  places  be  good;  but  a  m.od- 
erately  low  situation,  free  from  wet, 
may  be  more  eligible  than  an  ele^  a- 
ted  ground,  as  being  less  exposed  to 
tempestuous  winds';  but  if  having  a 
gentle  declivity,  the  more  desirable" 

A  proper  soil  being  the  grand  and 
essential  requisite,  should  be  carefully 
selected,  for  on  this  depends  much  ot" 
your  success ;  a  good  deep  sandy  loam, 
neither  tco  dry  nor  wet,  is  the  most 
suitable  for  all  kiiids  of  fruit  trees,  and 
whether  this  be  on  high  or  low  situa- 
tions, it  should  be  preferred.  In  the 
lieaviest  part  of  this  ground  you  may 
plant  a.pples  and  pears;  in  the  lighter 
plums  and  cljcrries,  and  in  the  lightest, 
j)each,  nectarine  and  apricots.  "  Gen- 
erally speaking,  ground  that  will  pro- 
duce good  crops  of  natural  grass,  or 
kitchen-garden  vegetables,  is  suitable 
for  an  orchard;  if  of  a  loa'my  nature, 
it  will  be  a  particular  advantage:  any 
soil,  however,  of  a  good  quality,  not 
too  light  and  dry,  nor  too  heavy,  stub- 
born "or  wet,  aiid  not  less  than  one 
spade  deep  of  good  staple,  will  be  pro- 
per for  this  purpose. 

AVkerc  the  soil  is  naturally  defec- 
tive, such  may  be  assisted  by  the  ap- 
plication of  proper  manures  and  com- 
posts; ai)plying  them  to  the  whole  ground,  if  out  of  moderate  extent,  or 
if  extensive,  to  the  place  where  each  tree  is  \.o  stand,  for  a  space  of  eight 
or  ten  feet  in  diameter,  working  it  up  with  the  na.tural  soil. 

This  trouble,  however,  in  extensive,  orchards,  would  be  very  expen- 
sive; therefore,  those  wliohave  the  clioice  of  ground,  should  be  very- 
careful  to  fix  upen  a  propeir  soil;  »ucba»  wwwld  re^uir^  !?ut  iltUs  itafi^

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SITUATIONS. 

It  is  natural  to  retain  a  tender  regard  for  the  country  on  which  we 
have  imprinted  our  first  steps,  and  where  we  have  passed  some  years, 
the  meraoiy  of  which  is  always  dear,  because  they  wert  the  preludes  of 
life.  I  speak  here  of  my  infancy,  which  recalls  the  ideas  of  what  I  then 
was,  and  what  I  am  no  more. — Pope  Clement  XIV. 
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Method  of  Planting. 
Ifthe  trees  have  been  already  train- 
•ed,  so  as  to  have  full  branching  heads, 
they  must  be  planted  with  those  entire, 
only  retrenching  or  shortening  -.ny  ir- 
regular, Drill  placed  branches  or  sliootSj, 
that  take  an  awkward  direction,  or  that 
grow  across  otiiers,  or  such  as  run  con- 
siderably longer  than  the  generality  of 
the  others;  fjither  cutting  them  cl'ean 
off,  close  to  the  places  from  whence  they 
proceed,  or  to  some  young  shoot  or 
small  leading  branch,  as  may  appear 
most  eligible,  for  giving  tlic  tree  an 
tpen  spreading  form,  leaving  no  stumps 
or  spurs. 

Should  you  not  be  able  to  proenre 
trees,  having  furnished  and  well  formed 
heads,  and  that  you  are  obliged  to 
take  such  as  are  tliin  of  wood,  and  run- 
r.ing  up  tail)  plant  them.,  ha^^ng  their 
roots  dressed  as  before,  but  without 
touching  their  heads,  for  the  present. 
So  soon  after  planting  as  their  buds  be 
gin  to  push,  head  them  dovv'n  to  within 
six,  eight  or  t*n  inches  of  the  place 
where  you  wish  them  to  branch  out 
for  forming  their  heads;  they  will  then 
throw  out  young  vigorous  shoots, 
wliich  you  may  afterwards  tram  and 
thiclieii,  or  make  thin  at  pleasure  by 
judi;  ious  prunir  g  in  the  following 
years;  or  should  any  of  these  young 
shojtsinthe  courst  of  the  succeeding 
months,  take  too  great  a  lead  of 'nie 
others,  you  may  top  them  in  July, 
which  wiU  stop  their  rampant  grow-th^ 
and  cause  them  to  tln-ow  out  side  shoots 
that  win  still  enlarge  a  foundation  for 
numerous  branches,  and  not  carry  ofT 
too  much  of  the  sap  from  the  others. 

Should  it  happen  that  any  of  yoiu' 
trees  have  large  beads  and  but  few  or 
scanty  roots,  reduce  then-  tops  by  a  se- 
lect and  judicious  pruning,  to  a.  due 
proportion  w-ith  their  roots';  for  an  ox 
fed  only  through  a  wlen's  quill,  could  not  long  exist.  Tids  will  seldom 
happen,  unless  by  accident  or  carelessness"  in  the  talcing  of  them  tff; 
provided  they  are  raised  at  prcurer  distftnees  in  the  nuiscrj'/

Hates  of  Postage  on  JS^'ewspapers. 

Newspapers  carried  not  over  100  miles,  or  for  anj 
distance  within  the  same  state  where  thej  are  printed^ 
are  to  be  charged  with  one  cent  each. 

If  carried  over  100  miles,  and  out  of  the  state  whefe 
printed,  with  id  cents  each. 

Every  article  sent  in  the  mail  which  is  not  either  a 
newspaper,  magazine  or  pamphlet,  is  subject  to  letter 
postage,  whether  it  be  a  printed  or  written  communica- 
tion. 

Magazines  and  Pamphlets. 

These  words  are  to  be  taken  in  their  common  mea- 
ning; that  is,  a  mngazine  is  a  monthly  pamphlet  contain- 
ing articles  on  science,  politics,  news  &c.,a  pamphlet  is 
a  small  stitched  unbound  book,  consisting  of  two  or 
more  sheets.  All  ki?ids  jof  advertisements,  printed  or 
written,  and  all  articles  sent  by  mail  which  do  not  come 
within  the  desciiption  of  a  newspaper,  magazine  or 
pamphlet,  are  io  be  charged  with  letter  postage.

The  distance  on  which  the  rates  of  postage  are  charge- 
able are  those  on  the  road  or  route  by  v/hich  the  mail 
.Actually  passes  ;  that  is,  the  post  road,  and  not  the  shortr^ 


est  cut  by  which  a  traveller  could  pass  from  one  place 
to  another. 

Many  persons  appear  to  be  ignorant  of  the  regula- 
tion respecting  letters  going  out^  of  the  United  States. 
In  no  case  are  they  sent  unless  the  postage  is  paid  for 
the  distance  they  have  to  go  throu2;h  the  U.  S. — this 
will  account  for  the  disappointment  many  persons  ex- 
perience in  not  receiving  answers  to  their  letters  from 
abroad.

How  to  make  Shoes  or  Boots  last  double  the  usual  time. 
When  you  throw  oft' your  oid  boots  or  shoes,  observe 
M'here  they  were  most  worn  on  the  soals;  in  the  same 
places  drive  into  your  new  shoes  or  boots,  a  number  of 
sparables,  or  small  tacks  j  after  which  take  about  two 
parts  tallow  and  one  part  bees-wax,  which  melt  together 
over  a  fire,  of  which  give  the  soals,  and  round  the  edges 
of  your  shoes,  two  or  three  coats,  taking  care  to  let  each 


X)at  dry  in  by  liolding  them  to  the  fire,  before  you  ap- 
ply the  next.  This  process  possesses  two  very  impor- 
tant advantages:^ — in  the  first  place, your  shoes  will  last 
much  longer;  and  secondly,  they  will  keep  your  feet 
dry  for  a  whole  dAy  walking  out  in  the  wet,  which  ad- 
vantage will  be  fully  appreciated  by  those  who  readily 
take  cold  by  getting  their  feet  wet.
